By a very Simple Method

Green Receives Initial Propo­ 


sition from Company 


Independent telephone lines through 
Indiana will soon be equipped with 
the telepost, with which the present 
telegraphers’ strike would be of prac­ 
tically no significance. 
T. M. Green, president of the Rush- 
vilie 
Co-Operative 
Telephone com­ 
pany , is in receipt of communications 
and overtures from the telejiost com­ 
pany officials, who are promoting this 
newest wire appliance, asking for an 
option on the telephone lines included 
in the local company ’s service. 
If the telepost is to become general, 
of course, the local independent com­ 
pany will readily grant an option and 
take up the matter, and as a result the 
telegraph companies will have 
the 
strongest competition that ever con­ 
fronted them. 
Messages can be written out aud 
sent to the telepost office, where it is 
forwarded by phpne to its destination, 
and delivered by a messenger after 
the order of the telegraph company . 
The telepost is now in operation 
between Kansas Oity and St. Louis, 
its success has been demonstrated be­ 
y ond the ex perimental stage. 
It pro­ 
vides for the transmission of far more 
words than either the telephone or 
telegraph 
lines now carry , jointly 
or combined. 
The operation 
is by 
means of an apparatus not dissimilar 
to the telegraph instrument, and the 
only skill required is such as is neces­ 
sary for the operation of a ty i>ewriter.

The loss In the acreage of tomatoes is 
due to the fact that the canning com­ 
pany this y ear arranged ’to can peas 
instead of tomatoes. 
The deficiency 
in the acreage of potatoes is occasioned 
by the dry rot which mined many 
bushels of the “ ‘Irish feed” last y ear.

John has evidently taken a fancy to 
this city , for on several occasions in 
the past few y ears, he has ¡taken the 
liberty of speaking of Rushviile as 
his home. 
Broken down in both min 1 
and 
body , the former gambler and “ policy ” 
man, has been incarcerated on numer­ 
ous occasions in county jails, poor 
houses and insane asy lums. 
His mind 
is impaired and he suffers under the 
hallicunation that he is an author, 
who has been persecuted by the ]>olice 
of Indianapolis and he puts in many 
hours scribbling over every piece of 
pa)>er he can find, writing what he 
pleases to call “ Hounded to Hell by 
the Men With Helmets,” —an ex jKwe 
on the manner the police departments 
of the great metropolises are conduc­ 
ted, and especially Indianapolis. 
Mr. Woodward writes Ool. Wolfe 
the following rambling letter: 
“ Dear comrade: Kindly send me 
enough money by ex press money order 
to get to Chicago. 
I have just com­ 
pleted my 
book No. 2, aud I am 
anx ious to confer with my publishers 
in Chicago. 
Thank God I am out of 
that hell Julietta. 
Rushviile was a 
gootl place to escape to. 
I will finish 
my book in a few day s so let me hear 
from y ou. 
Yours truly , 
John 
T. 
Woodward, Lizton, 
Indiana, Rural 
route 11.” 
The “ Lottery King” is evidently 
living on a farm, leading th? “ sim ­ 
ple” life. 
Col. Wolfe has not y et de­ 
cided as to what he will do in the 
matter, as he is not acquainted with 
the man. 
Woodward probably secured 
the name from a Masonic or G. A. R. 
publication. 
The missive came ad­ 
dressed in care of 
the Republican 
office.

The strike was precipitated 
by ho t-headed radicals as is alw ays 
the case. 
N atio nal labo r leaders and 
Labo r Oo ra miss lo ner N eill, as rep re­ 
sentative o f the go vernm ent, hastened 
to Chicago , but they fo und radicals 
in the saddle, and the m ediato rs were 
given a chill. 
W ith regard to the last telegraphers’ 
striae the Indianapo lis News sa ys : 
“ It is tw enty-fo ur years since the 
last great telegraph s trike —w hich the 
W estern U nio n wo n afte r o ne m o nth. 
The strike cam e m o re suddenly than 
the present o ne, and it was m o re co m ­ 
plete except in tho se days the ra il­ 
ro ad men were no t o rganized and the 
o perato rs in th a t service were called 
in to help sta rt the w heels again. 
In 
the 
present 
instance 
ti e 
railro ad 
o perato rs are o rganized and ready to 
aid the strikers. 
B ut we have the 
lo ng distance telepho ne service to day, 
which did no t then exist, and this 
w ill, to so me degree, supply urgent 
public need. 
One th in g th at hastened 
the settlem ent o f the fo rm er strike 
was so m ething entirely unlo o ked fo r 
by the 
o perato rs. 
The 
num ber o f 
messages o ffered fo r transm issio n fell 
o ff alm o st to the vanishing po int. Peo 
pie kno w ing the likeliho o d o f delay 
refrained fro m 
using the telegraph 
except 
in mo st 
urgent cases. 
The 
m en, ho wever, had taken it fo r g ra n t­ 
ed th at the dem ands o n the telegraph 
co m pany w o uld be as great as ever, 
th at the co m pany, being unable to 
transact a telegraph business nnder 
its charter, w o uld be co m pelled to call 
in the men fo r help. 
B ut the public, 
instead o f fo rcing the issue in this 
wise, o ffered so few messages th a t the 
co m pany was able to get alo ng afte r a 
fashio n. 
As the public co ntinued to 
sho w no indicatio ns 
o f dem anding 


full no rm al service, the strike ended 
in victo ry fo r 
the 
co m pany. 
The 
same th in g is likely to happen no w. 
The telegraph service, is 'n o t 
like 
the railro ad service 
such th a t its 
cessatio n’ m eans 'sc arcity o f supplies 
fo r living. 
It is m o re in£ the n atu re o f 
a lu xu ry'o r co nvenience than a neces 
sity. 
W hile its in terru p tio n is irk­ 
so me, peo ple kno w ing th a t the ser 
vice is uncertain o r subject to indefi­ 
n ite 
delay, in stinctively avo id the 
telegraph fo r the m ails 
So the pres 
so re fro m thje^inco nvenienced public 
is"co m paratively s lig h t.” 


^C o m bin atio n , no w ra th e r carelessly 
called trusts, were m any years gro w ing 
befo re they began to a ttra c t atten tio n . 
As they grew in num ber and s.ze they 
became

The m atter is receiving the 
careful attentio n it deserves and no th­ 
ing will be do ne until everyo ne co n­ 
cerned is heard. 
A m o nth will be given to co nsider­ 
atio n o f the valuatio n o f real estate. 
It is practically certain that, as a 
who le, there will be a slight Increase 
In the assessm ent, but it is certain 
th at It will no t equal the eno rm o us 
increase In the valuatio n o f farm and 
city pro perty since the Republicans 
cam e Into po wer in 1896. 
Tim e has no t flo wn so rapidly that 
the co nditio ns o f business generally 
during Gro ver C leveland’s last ad­ 
m inistratio n 
have 
been 
fo rgo tten. 
There are tho usands and tho usands 
o f peo ple who have go o d cause to re­ 
m em ber w hat happened to them then. 
Real estate prices went do wn to a 
very lo w ebb. 
In fact, it is no t diffi­ 
cult to recall that go o d pro perty co uld 
be bo ught fo r a so ng and th at tho us­ 
ands o f peo ple were fo rced to the 
wall because they co uld no t realize 
a cent o n their ho ldings. 
But w hat a change to o k place fo l­ 
lo wing the electio n o f a Republican 
president. 
Prices o f real estate ad­ 
vanced by leaps and bo unds, and there 
have been few lo calities in Indiana 
where pro perty co uld no t be readily 
co nverted into m o ney during the past 
ten years. 
The change fo r the better has been 
co mplete. 
In the m atter o f taxatio n 
the Republican state adm inistratio ns 
have pursued a very liberal po licy 
to w ards the o w ners o f land.

Owing to the fact that land values 
have increased eno rm o usly It has been 
tho ught that as a m atter o f co urse the 
assessm ent wo uld have to be made a 
little higher. 
Co rpo ratio ns Turned Do wn. 
W hen the bo ard met last May it 
increased the valuatio n o f the pro per­ 
ty o f the railro ads and o ther co rpo ra­ 
tio ns $ 9,000,000. 
T here was no thing 
po pulistic abo ut the bo ard’s attitude 
to w ards th« railro ads. 
It m erely held 
th at they m ust pay their just burden 
o f taxes. 
The railro ads made a very vigo ro us 
effo rt to have the bo ard alter Its de­ 
cisio n, but It failed. 
The appeal sessio n did no t m ake 
radical changes in the valuatio n fo r 
taxatio n made at the first sessio n, and 
the to tal increase in the valuatio n o f 
the co rpo rate pro perty assessed by 
the bo ard this year i abo ut $ 8,500,000. 
The appeal sessio n just co ncluded re­ 
duced the o riginal increase o f $ 9,- 
000.000 abo ut half a millio n do llars. 
There w*ere no m aterial reductio ns o n 
appeal anyw here alo ng the line. 
Big Ones That Failed. 
The list o f big co rpo ratio ns th at 
failed to get the bo ard to reduce their 
assessm ents indicates that under the 
present Republican adm inistratio n o f 
affairs the great captains o f finance 
m pst no t expect any favo rs fro m the 
tax bo ard.
